acted making the sale of “ phony” jewelry unlawful, their jewelry depart­ 


ments would go out of business 
W ere it made a crime to sell furniture 


cheaply constructed out of poor material their furniture departments would 


go out of business. 


You see, in order to undersell, sales concerns must underbuy. 
What 


does it mean to underbuy? 
It means to purchase undermade goods. 


The unintentional good that is being accomplished by the pure food 


law in limiting the possibilities of mail order improprieties points a way 


for the final elimination of the mail order nuisance. 
Mail order traffic 


is pedding by mail. 
Cahnot we have a national mail peddler ordinance 


in which it shall be required that a license in form of a tax be exacted 


from mail order houses, the volume of business done fixing the amount 


of the tax? 
This would operate as a protective tariff for the fostering of 


the home merchant 
Something of this sort must one day be done.
